Some  Account  of  the  Lift  and  CharafitT  ff 
t'le  late  Colonel  Humberstosf. 

^Olonel  Mackenzie-Humberllonc  em- 
^  braced  the  military  profelfion  under 
fingular  advant.iges  of  character,  hirth, 
and  fortune.  He  had  naturally  not  only 
a  great  third  of  military  fame,  but  having 
fhewn,  at  a  very  early  period  of  his  life, 
an  eager  defire  to  excel  in  every  manly 
accomplilhment,  and  being  t  ndowed  with 
good  natural  parts,  he  applied  himfelf 
fuccefsfuily  to  the  attainnunt  of  ufcful 
knowledge  ;  and  not  onU  acquired  great 
clallical  tade  and  hidorieal  informauon, 
but  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  feveral 
branches  of  leience. 

Hi»  father  was  the  htc  Major  Mac¬ 
kenzie,  of  the  family  of  Seaforlh,  and  he 
himfclf  became  the  head,  of  that  ancient 
hciife  upon  the  death  of  tlie  late  Karl. 
The  late  war  broke  out  foon  after  he 
went  into  the  army,  and  he  was  employ¬ 
ed  in  railing  a  regiment  of  Highlanders 
riiuong  his  kiufmen  in  the  norih  of  Scot¬ 
land.  Tiiough  an  entire  ftnngcr  in  the 
country,  having  been  bred  in  England, 
yet  by  his  fuperior  good  fenfe  .ind  amia¬ 
ble  manners,  he  fo  far  conciliated  the 
good  will  and  lefpe^t  of  all  ranks,  that 
he  wMs  very  fucctfsful  in  railing  the  bat¬ 
talion,  with  which  he  was  lent  to  Jerfey, 
and  had  a  principal  hand  in  rrpeliii'g  the 
attack  that  was  made  on  that  iilind  in 
the  year  1778.  But  this  being  a  feene 
too  inactive  for  an  crUerprifing  mind  a- 
fpiring  at  didincliun,  be  loliciteil  and  ob¬ 
tained  leave  to  raife  a  regiment  to  go  to 
the  Lad  Indies,  where  a  war  at  that  time 
raged  not  only  with  our  Kiiropean  ene¬ 
mies,  but  with  ail  the  country  powers. 
Tiiis  duty  was  performed  in  the  courlc 
of  a  few  months;  and  he  embarked  with 
his  new  battalion,  with  the  rank  ot  Colo¬ 
nel,  in  the  armament  th.it  failed  from 
Lrgland  in  the  fpring  1781,  under  the 
command  of  Commodore  Jtihndone  This 
fquadrtin  and  convoy  having  ancl.ored  in 
Port  Praya  bay,  w  as  furpriied  by  a  t  rench 
fquadron,  w'bieh  w’as  alU)  outward  bound 
for  India.  Colonel  Humlierdone  hap¬ 
pened  at  that  mtuneiU  to  be  on  Ikorc 
with  many  others  ;  but  luch  was  his  ar¬ 
dour  to  lhare  the  danger  of  the  day,  that 
he  fvvam  off  to  one  of  the  ddps  that  was 
tngagctfU’iih  the  enemy. 

As  foon  as  he  arrived  in  India,  he  ob¬ 
tained  a  feparaie  command  on  the  .Mala¬ 
bar  coall ;  but  iu  the  txercife  of  «i  ^ 
met  with  every  dileouragement  trom  t  ^ 
Council  of  Bombay.  Thi?»  howc^e**. 
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It  ht*rn  on  ;i  larger  fcile,  could  not  have 
fiiilctl  to  immortalize  the  enterprize, 
courage,  and  (kill  of  this  younc:  leader, 
who  was  at  this  time  only  ei^^lit  and 
txvcnty.  It  ought  alft)  to  be  remarked, 
that  in  conreqiitnce  »)f  unl)ecf)ming  jea- 
loulies  between  the  King’s  and  Comp  my ’s

Upon  their  arrival  to  the  Court,  M ac¬ 
hed  was  imniuliately  created  Thane  of 
Glamis;  and 'not  long  after,  fervice  of 
Ids  requiring  Him"  recomnence,  he  was 
honoured  witk  tiw  title  ot  T’nne  of  Caw- 
cler.  Seeing  then,  h(*w  happily  the  fi  cdic- 
lion  of  the  three  wierds  K  II  out  in  tlie  two 
former,  he  rtfolved  not  to  be  wanting  to 
himfclf  in  fulfilling  the  thiid  :  and  there¬ 
fore,  firit,  he  killed  the  King,  .and  after, 
I'V  rcafon  of  his  cominaiid  among,  the  fol- 
diers  and  common  people  he  fuccteded 
in  his  throne  Hving  fcarce  w.o.  n  mi  his 
icat,  he  e'alled  lo  mind  the  nredivlion  gi¬ 
ven  to  his  coa'p r.Mon  biiujuho,  whom 
hereupon  ii.fpeCt  i.»,  as  his  fnpplanter,  he 
rauled  him  t(*  be  killed,  togetlier  with  his 
whole  kindred.

Freed  now  from  his  leui,  he  built

his  death  ;  for  it  was  his  deftmy  never  to 
be  fla'u  by  any  man  born  of  a  woman. 
Now  then  is  thy  fatal  hour  come,  faid 
MacdiifV,  for^never  was  born  of  a  wo¬ 
man,  blit  vioUntly  cut  out  of  mv  mo¬ 
ther’s  belly,  Ihr  dying  before  her  tielive- 
ry  ;  which  vvofils  fo  damped  the  tyrant, 
though  otherwife  a  nwin  oi  good  ;>ertor- 
mance,  that  he  was  ealily  llaiii,  and 
Malcolm  Canmor,  the  true  heir  of  the 
crown,  feated  on  the  throne.

rt'exhibit  the  hideous  fpci5taelt  of  pub¬ 
lic  iutticc  coiruptcd,  droppitig  fiom  her 
tiaiuls  the  balance,  would  be  an  ungra¬ 
cious  otlice,  were  not  the  utility,  we 
mav  even  Uiy  the  nccciVity,  of  the  talk  fo 
evident.  A  partial  judge,  fitting  on  his 
arbitral y  tribunal,  prefents  the  molt  fiatc- 
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fill  afped  of  human  nature.  Rut  let  thofe 
who  willi  to  acijuit  themfelves  with  ho¬ 
nour  ill  that  capacity,  lludy  the  fccnc 
wilii  diligence.  It  is  well  obferved  by  Mr 
.M‘Laurin  *,  that  thole  who  write  on  the 
hillory  of  man  llioiilvl  be  well  verted  in 
criminal  records;  wc  may  add,  that  all 
thofe  who  wouUl  be  acijaaintcd  with  the 
human  brcall  llimild  he  inlliuaid  m 
them.  Its  molt  fccret  horrors,  it'<  molt 
alvaudoncd  crimes,  llovv  from  principles 
wc  fear  too  near  a-kin  to  onr  moll  tami- 
liar  teclings.  How  dangerous  then  not 
to  be  aw.irc  ot  tlu*  confcvjm  nees  of  in- 
dulling  what  we  m  ly  be  apt  to  reckon 
venial  trefpal^’-*'* •  who  live  in  tliij 

er.liglitened  age,  under  n>  mikl  a  ro- 
vernment,  and  fo  etpaitable  an  adir.ini- 
flration  of  julticc,  “Uglit  not  llierctoreto 
eonfidcr  a  hiltory  ot  tlie  tyr.uuiy  and 
crimes  of  the  former  rulers  ot  the  h:u! 
as  ufelefs.  know  them,  is  tii  In*  pot- 

fdl'ed  of  the  bell  fecurity  agamlt  tlu  ir  re¬ 
tut  n;  like  the  Romans,  who,  whatever 
difoiileis  tliey  admitted  into  then  go¬ 
vernment,  avoided  the  milVnle  <’*  kind’s, 
bv  keeping  the  tyranny  of  the  Tanjuini. 
.always  before  their  imaginations. 

Ni>  fet  of  men  .are  without  their  pern- 
liar  prejudices  ;  and  tlud'e  f  of  the  tnagi- 
fir.ate  arc  above  all  others  liangf  ioU'J  to 
focicty.  And  we  may  pronounce,  that 
the  ligns  of  iealoufy,  perceivable  among 
the  people,  (d' thofe  Vviv  prejudices,  arc 
one  of  the  mofi  promiling  traits  ct  the 
prefent  times.  'rheref<'*re,  thoucli  in  ge¬ 
neral  we  approve  of  our  authi'r  *-  !'rinci- 
plts,  vet  ve  cannot  help  taking  lu  'ice  of 
ids  remarks  upon  the  trial  ot  '^pu  ce  h  r 
v^'ilfiil  fire  railing,  .as  perh aps  rathir  ill- 
timed  at  tlie  prefent  juncture,  and  as  in- 
ronfillent  in  feme  degree  with  himlcli. 
Thofe  gloiious  llniggles  tc’irmerly  made 
ftm  the  aticient  rights  tvf  juries  would  all 
have  been  in  vain,  if  .an  inteilocnlor  on 
the  relevancy  were  to  bind  the  jury  to 
.1  verd.ict  (Ui  tin*  favt  alone,  c  ih.all 
give  fi»me  v)f  our  author's  obieryatiims 
on  the  contlu^  of  this  jury  in  h’.s  nwn 
words.

“  Gt>injj,*’  fays  the  phyTician,  “  into  th^^ 
country  with  one  of  my  friends,  1  tliere 
became  acquainted  with  an  Italian  gentle¬ 
man,  whofe  name  was  Apufti  no  Kofari,  who 
was  one  of  thi^fe  pci)ple  called 
buLit  who  perform  in  their  fleep  the  or- 
dinary  actions  which  otheis  tranfa^t  wa- 
King.  Me  appeared  not  to  be  above  thirty, 
of  a  lean  withered  habit,  black  liair,  and 
of  a  very  melancholie*-  dMporuion,  ilow  of 
underltanding,  yet  folid  at  the  fame  time, 
and  capable  t>f  ferntinizing  into  all  the 
intricacies  of  the  molt  ahltrufe  fc'cncc.
